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THE FIBST ENGLISHMAN 
IN JAPAN,

_The name of Witt Avams will probably 
live for ever in the history of Jupan, He 
waa the first Englishman to set foot in the 
country, and it is deeplyinteresting to know 
that even now, when nearly three hundred 

years have passed, “ prayers to the departed 
\ soul of Apaus”’ are still offered at a shrine 
erected in his honour st Hemmimura, near 
Yokosuka. It has, however, been proved 
beyond doubt that Apams died at Hirado- 
where the first English Factory was 
established on his advice, by the East 
India Company, and he was, no doubt, 
buried there, though no record of his burial 
exists. Thiee years ago some of the Japan- 
ese residents of Hirado resolved on the erec- 
tion of & wouument in his bonour, but 
apparently funds have not flowed in to the 
extent desired, and now another appeal has 
been published by Count Marsvura of 
Hirado, The promoters have learnt that 
subscriptions are being raised in England 
for repairiug the Anjin sbrine at Hemmi- 
mura, and while they say that this is “no 
doubt a good undertaking” they express 
the view that it is-more fitting that a mouu- 
ment should be erected to ApaMs in the 
town of Hirado, where he spent his later

After eiguteen years of cleansing 
and purif, ing operations io volving extenaive 
structural alterations to almost every Cui- 
hese tencment. in the Colopy, we have had 
this year 1043 cases, a number which hag valy 
been exceeded twice since the great epidemic 
of 1894. Aud now we have the finding of the 
[ndian Plague Commission fhat ‘ insanitary 
conditions have no relation fo the occurrence 
of plague, except in so falras they favour 
infestation by rats,” Thati bubonic plague 
in man is entirely depeadedt on the disvase 
in the rat and that iofectibn is conveyed 
to man solely by means of ‘the rat-flea are 
definitely ascertained facts, The Indian 
Plague Commission furtberideclare that the 
infection is conveyed from rat to rat, as well 
as from rat to man, solely by means of the 
rat-flea ; eo, until plague-iniected rats can be 
isolated, as we isolate cages of infectious 
diseases among bumano beings, we shall 
always be liable to plague epidemics unless 
we can exterminate the whale breed of rats. 
And that we cannot hope to do. The 
Summary of the Work of the Indian Plague 
Commission, for a copy of which we are 
indebted to the Head df the Sanitary 
Depariment, is silent as to poe the plague. 
infected districts are to yet rid of the rats. 
That question was not, of course, within the 
scope of their investigations. Having 
ascertained how plague is spread, tlicy leave 
it to the Sanitary authorities to take 
what measures scem to them most effectual 
to prevent these dreadful epidemics. 
Dr. Samson, lecturer to tha London School 
of Tropical Medicine, tdld a meeting 
held in London recently under the auspices 
of the newly-incorporated Society for the 
Destruction of Vermin, that the Eastern 
worship of serpents, and. especially the 
deadly cobra, arose out of the fact that these 
reptiles were regarded as servants of pre- 
ventive niedicine, the sje of disease- 
carrying rats. But they dre never likely 
to become popular as housthold pets. Dr. 
SaMBON seenied to be of opigion thatonly the 
black rat became infected with plague, and 
he suggested the experiment of introducing 
the grey rat into some Eastern island tu see 
whether he would not déstroy the black 
rat and yct remain immuhe from plague. 
Hongkong will not be |encouraged to 


try the experiment r what the 
Indian Plague Commission have to 
say on the subject. oth the grey 
rat and the black rat are present in great 
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numbers in the plague infected districts of 
{India and ithe Commission found -more 
plague infection among the grey rats than 
among the black. That effectual explodes 
| Dr. Samson's theory. The aay experi- 
| ment so far suggested which seems to be 
worth making is the experimeut of keeping 
cats which was inet to the Sanitary 
Board by the Hon, CotoniaL SECRETARY. 
Tt seems that wherever that experiment has 
been tried it has‘ proved an uoqualified 
success, and we anticipate very little 
difficulty in getting the Chinese inhabit- 
ants of the Colony to co-operate in 
the matter. The Chinese are fond of cats, 
In Canton and the surrounding districts, 
we understand, ae cat is commonly to be 
fuund as a household pet, and it may be that 
this accouats to a large extent for the 
greater freedom from plague which Cantoa 
is reputed to enjoy as compared with 
Hongkong. The consitions of life, however, 
are somewhat different in Hongkong. Here, 
where different families live on a single 
floor, the keepiog af cats has its disadvant- 
ugee, but when immunity from plague is 
act against the small amount of tenable 
involved in training a cat to cleanly habits, 
the pesple will doubtless see the matter 


ia the light in which the Sanitary 
Board wish them to see it. We may 
inention an instance which is within 


our own knowledge of the value of the cat 
in preventing plague. Throughout one 
plague scason a family of five persons 
occupied a floor in a house in which s-ven- 
teen cases of plague occurred. This family 
kept a cat which was a good “ratter,” and 
uot one person living on that floor got the 
infection. We believe cases uf this kind can 
be multiplied by scores in Hongkong; and, 
if only the keeping of cats becomes a general 
practice we believe the community could 
confidently luok forward to a great reduction 
in the dimensivas of these annually-recure 
riog ey idemics of plague. The experiment 
deserves every encouragement, 


BRITISH TRADE METHODS 
IN CHINA. 


——___—_—_-_4______.. 
(Daily Press, 17th September.) 

In the course of an interview which Sir 
Ropert Hagr a short time ago gave to a 
writer on the staff of a London commercial 
magazine he expreased the opinion that the 
growth of foreiga trade in China depends 
very largely upon the readiness with which 


merchants adapt their supplies to the 


ascertained demands of the people. This is 
but another way. of stating a complaint 
against the conservatism of merchants —and 
especially British merchants—which has 
been constantly re-iterated in the annual 
reports of the Britigh Coosuls. Mr, Consal- 
General MaNsrrextp in his report on the 
trade of Canton for 1907, a copy of 
which is just ta hand, makes a few 
remarks which are very pertinent to this 
subject. It ig a matter. of surprise, he 
enys, that with the very patent demands for 
modern labour-saving machinery, the great 
manufacturera of England should for the 
most part confing themselves to circulars 
aud catalogues and inquiries of their Consuls 
for agents to push their wares. Such efforts, 
he says emphatiqally, are useless. ‘“ The 
one and voly method is to send out practical 
men to study the wants of the Chinese, 
explain the nature and capacity of their 
machines, quote definite laid-down 

and, later op, carn samplesin actual work. 
Other nations are prepared to do this, and 
if the British manufacturer does not want 
to be left out in the cold, be must follow 
suit.” The advice is sound enough, but the 
,words of wisdom embodied in the Consular 
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reports seldom come under the observation 
of those for whom they were especially 
intended. It would be a mistake to suppose 
that fault is to be found with the British 
manufacturer only. In these daya of 
strenuous competition Consuls of all nation- 
alities, no doubt, see plenty of misdirected 
effort on the part of manufacturers at home 
who dream of securing orders by means of 
the wide distribution of circulars which 
.probably not one in a thousand among the 
‘recipients oan understand. The advice 
‘given by Consal-General MansFIELp, whose 
ong, service in China readera him exception- 
ally competent to give it, will be admitted to 
be eminently sound, and we think we may 
say that many British maoufacturers fully 
appreciate the need for sending out practical 
men £0 explaia the nature and capacity of 
new machinery. There is no doubt a big 
field -opening up in China for machioery. 
The desire for factories of all kinds seems 
likely to develop into something like a 
mania, but we have no doubt that while 
some manufacturers are wasting their time 
and money in the maoner described by 
Mr. Manarretp there aie othere—British 
included—who are quietly workiog in the 
right way to secure what orders may be 
going. The merchants established at 
Hongkong and Canton who represent firms 
of machinery makers are probably as well 
acquainted as the Consul with the prospects 
of business in this line, but they will be 
interested to learn Mr. Mansrre.p’s opinion 
that nowhere inf China are they brighter 
thao at Canton. 


FRANCE AND TONKIN.

(Daily Press, 18th September.) 

The vigorous measures which have been 
taken by the French authorities in Tonkin 
to preserve peace within the province and 
along the frontier appear to have heen 
attended with complete success. In official 
circles in Paris it has from the first been 
maintained that an undue amount of 
pessimiem has been manifested by the public 
regarding the situation in Indo-China, and 
the blame has been laid at the door of the 
French Colonial Press. We have noticed 
among the rumours to which publicity has 
been given in Paris one to the effect that 
an army of 10,000 Chinese revolutionaries 
threitened the frontier of Tonkin, while 
batids of brigands, estimated to number 
upwards of 30,000, were said to be over- 
rusning French territory. Coming as it did 
upon the heels of such rumours as these, 
the sensational story of the native plot to 
poison a regiment of artillery at Hanoi—a 
plot which very nearly succeeded—naturally 
tended to confirm the previous stories and 
created much anxiety in France. So much 

simism indeed, has prevailed in France, 
that the Minister of the Colonies last month 
permitted himself to be interviewed by two 
of the leading Paris papers to whom he guve 
explanations calculated to pacify the pablic 
mind. His firet bit of advice was in the 
nature of a warning against the Colonial 
Press which he declared to be “ inspired by 
motives not always those of the general 
interest.” Weare not concerned to defend 
the papers of Indo-China from this general 
charge, bat we are at a loss to understand 
what motives they can have for representing 
the political situation in Indo-China to be 
worge than they really believe it to be. We 
have oursélves attentively read some of the 
Indo-China papers, and we should rather be 
inclined to give to the papers some measure 
of eredit for the improvement in the 
situation, They at any rate, spurred the 
authorities to action. The Government is 
pending’ tq Jndo-China this autamn 4,000 


fresh troops, and as the inadequacy of the 
rrison has been the cause of the “panniky” 
eeliog, the Colonial Press is justified by the 
action of the Government, if pot by the 
public declaration of the Minister of the 
Colonies. It is not an easy |matter to 
determine the extent of the revolutionary 
movement in Tonkin. A few months ago 
the Colonial Press brought to notice some 
nflammatory literature which | had been 
extensively circulated among the natives ia 
Annam counselling an uprising against 
French domination. Later came the Hanoi 
incident, complicated by a mutiny, both 
organised, the Minister is reported to have 
declared, by malcontent Mandarins aud 
certain Anoamites “ who had imbibed anti- 
European ideas from residence in China and 
Japan, and members of secrét societies.” 
As to the troubles on the northern frontier 
of Tonkin, the Minister rightly said these 
must be ascribed to the insurrection of 
reformers against the Chinese Government. 
“ When a hand of reformers have been 
defeated they make their wayjinto French 
territory, refuse to surrender] their arms, 
fight to defend them, and pillage to preserve 
their existence. But it is not probable or 
logical that these bands aro ia relations 
with malcontents in Annam| or Tonkin.” 
Tbe Chinese Government, however, do not 
accept this view, and we may Well leave the 
decision to those who are appointed to 
determine this question, which arises in 
connection with the claims made by France 
against Chioa for a violation of the frontier. 
Tue lesson of the experienqe is that the 
disturbers of the peace—be they Chinese or 
Annamite—can be controlled by an adequate 
display of physical force. France, however, 
has its “ Little Frankers ” as England has 
its “Little Englanders,” and M. Henri 
Rocuerort has been distinguishing himself 
recently by advocating the abandonment of 
the Colony ‘while it can be done gracefully”. 
His view is that ever since [the defeat of 
Russia by Japan “it has beep evident that 
France will not be allowed to occupy the 
country for many more yearg,’ M. Henri 
Rocwerort’s adviee in the matter is not 
likely to be acted upon. France would save 
ten millions of francs a year hy abandoniag 
Tonkin, but we question whether “the blow 
to Freach pride” would be palved by the 
saving of that expense.

CHINESE GIRL COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Atthe Magistracy en Leptember 17th bofore 
Mr. J. H. Kemp, ‘sitting coroner, and 
Messrs. J. Clark, J. D. Osmund and J. E. 
Gome’, jurors, an inquiry wag held into the 
cause of death of a Chinese gitl named Tung 
Man Kin, who died from opium poisoning on 
the 8th insta .t.

She did not mention at the station that 
she had failed to get a doctor, bat said she was 
afraid the girl would die. Witness could not

It is satisfactory to be able to record that 
there 


were no cases of plague during 
the week ended 12th instant, and that 
none have sinc been recorded. Ont of a 


tc tal of 1069 cases for the year, however, 914 
proved fatal. This last includes three Euro- 
peso cases, one fata], Last week five Chinese 
cases of cLolera were reported in the city. 

Hubert 8, Holmes sppeared before Mr. Kemp 
on a charge of having obtained, by certain fale 
pretences, from Chung Tsam Leung the sum 
of $3,000 with intent to defraud. Mr. C. F. 
Dixon (of Messrs, Hastings and Hastings) 
proescny and Mr. H. K, Holmes, defendant's 

rother, appeared for the defence. Defendant, 
who clbaded not guillv, was remanded until 
Tuesday at 2:15 p.m., bail being allowed in the 
sum of $400. 

An officsar of the Chinese Customs has been 
viotinised by a Hongkong thief. On Sept,~ . 
16th he took a ricsha at the German 
Tavern to proo2ed to the Canton steamers wharf, 
whence he was going to ship to Hoihow. On 
the way he fell asleep, and while he slept he was 
relisved of a gold watoh valued at $120, two 
promissory uotes for $90 and deposits to the 
value of $1,900. It is doubtful whether these 
articles wil! be recovered, as the Customs official 
failed to take the number of his ricsha, admitting 
that he was under the influence of liquor at the 
time. 

Private ricshas have been giving the pollee 
some trouble of late by reason of the obatruction 
ttey caused in the main thoroughfares of the 
city, and owners of these vehicles would be well, 
advised to find other quarters for them than the 
streets when they are not in use, Not only do 
they cause an obstruction when left ont over 
night, bat they afford unskilled pullers an 
opportunity of making a little money from 
fares, thus depriving the licensed ricsha ocolie 
of his means of livelihood. Again, they may be 
the means of serious accidents by reason of the 
pullers’ ignorance of the roles of the road. 
For sometime the police have endeavoured 
to get them removed from the main streets, 
but were always unsuccessful in finding elther 
owners or pullers. This difficulty, however, has 
now been overcome by Inspector Fenton of 
Wanobai, who conceived the idea of having 
these ricshas taken to the police station, and on 
Baturda} mornirg sixteen private vebioles wore 
removed to No. 2 Police Station. Out of this 
number nine »wners and pullers msde applica- 
tion on the same day for return of their vehioles, 
and in this way proceedings were taken against 
the nine pullers before Mr. J. R. Wood 
yesterday, His Worship fined five of the 
defendants $1 apiece, discharged two with a 
caulion, snd estreated the bail of $5 on which 
the other defendant was liberated, aa he failed 
to appear. It is expeoted that claimants will 
in due course make application for the return of 
the remaining vehicies, when farther prosecu- 
tions will probably bs taken. 


DEATH OF MR. G. L. TOMLIN. 

We regret to learn that on Tuesday Mr. C, 
Pemberton, acting Secretary of the China Fire 
Tusuranoa Co., receiyed a cable from London 
announcing the death of Mr. George L. Tomlin, 
tha well-known secretary of the Company. 

Mr. Tomlin had been ailing for some time, 
and after consulting three local doctors and 
learning from each that he was sufftring from 
cancer in the throat. he decided to take a trip 
home to consulta specialiet. He left Hongkong 
on on leave, Jane Zod. He went under an 
operation at home, had the growth removed and 
thought that his troubles were over. Unfor- 
tunately, however, he rapidly declined, and 
has now succumbed to the dread disease, 

Mr. Tomlin, who was a momber of the 
Perseverance Lodge and a prominent Mason, 
arrived in the Colony some twenty years ago, 
For about two years he served in an architeot’s 
office and then Joined the China Fire Insurance 
Co.asaclerk. This wason the 15th September, 
1882. From ajanior Mr. Tomlin worked his 
way up until be became Seoretary of the 
Company, 8 position in which he had been for 
ten years, and held until the time of his death. 
Deceased, who was 48 years of ago, leaves a large 
circle of friends in the Colony, who will regret 
to hear that he has pacsed away.

LANDLORD AND TENANT. 

P. W. Goldring, solicitor, claimed the sum 
of $500 damages from the Humphreys Estate 
and Finance Company, Limited, for breach 
of contract. The plaintiff alleged that 
the defendant firm failed to ey wilh 
an agreement whereby they undertook to keep 
the roof and exterior walls of the premises 
he occupied at Kowloon in a proper state 
of repair. Mr. BE. J. Grist, of Messrs, 
Wilkinson and Grist, appeared for the plaintiff, 
while Mr. P. M. Hodgson, of Messrs. Ewens 
and Harston, acted on behalf of the defendants. 

Mr. Grist stated that Mr. Goldring had 
vented from the defendant firm a floor in 
one of their buildings at Kowloon. Only 
the flat in which plaintiff lived was let to him 
but not the roof which was the property of 
the landlord, whose duty it was to keepit in 
proper condition for the use of the tenants, 
On the 28th July last there was a typhoon in 
Hongkong. Eight or ten days later there was 
a heavy rainstorm, which caused water to 
accumulate on that portion of the roof above 
plaintiff's floor. The water came through and 
damaged a considerable portion of his pro- 
perty A carpet was spoilt, alao a gramaphone 
and a number of records. 

His Lordship—Supposiog the {ypboon took 
the roof right off, would you still havea remedy ? 

Mr, Grist—I don’t think so. 

Did you give notice to the defendants to 
repair the roof P—No. 

as the roof dimaged by the {yphoon ?—I 
can'tsay that, Allthe pipes were choked with 
leaves which must have been blcwao on to the 
roof by the typhoon, causing the accumulation 
of water. We do not put the damage down to 
the typhoon. The deleddanta are under an 
obligation to keep the roof in good condition, 
and as there bad been a {yphoon it was their 
duty to see whether any repairs were Deceesary. 

His Lordship—You do not say whether it is 
due to the typhoon or not ? 

Mr Grist— We say defendants should have in- 
spected the roof afterthetypboon. Wecould 
not get on the roof, which was not let to us, 
and we would be trespassers if we went there.

Plaintiff then entered the wilness box ani 
related the factsas outlined by Mr. Grist.

Mr. Hodgson added that landlords could not 
be expected to keep a steff of inspsctors to in- 
pect roofs every day, and see if pip-s were. 
choked. 

His Lordship—Tha plaintiff's ¢ase is this: 
lf a Jandlord in this colony lets property he is 
an ingurer against damaga caused by weather. 

Mr. Grist—I don’t go quite so far as that.

THE CUSTOM OF THE PORT. 

Hia Lordship delivered judgment in the 
action in which William Sarker and Co. sued 
the China Express Co., the olaim being for the 
delivery of 10 bags of fire bricks ex the steamer 
“ Indiana,” the property of the plaintiffs, which 
was wrongfully detained by the defendants, 
or, in the alternative, the value of such bricks, 
$120. Mr. G. E. Morrell (of Messrs, Ctoldring, 
Barlow and Morrell) appeared for the plaintiffs, 
and Mr. P. Sydenham Dixon (of Mr. R. A, 
Harding’s office) for the defendants. 

His Lordship ssid—I bave taken time to 
consider my decision in this case, and sm 
delivering a written jadgment because, although 
the actual amount involved is only the small 
sam cf $!2.50, the question I have to decide is 
as to the right of forwarding agents to collect 
fees from consignees in the colony. 

The facts of the case are raed as follows: 
The plaintiff who trades in Hongkong as 
William Barker and Company, sent an order 
on 28th, April last to a firm—the Hawley 
Down Draft Furnace Company—for the 
supply of ten cases ot fire bricks. The 
vendor delivered the goods to the firm of 
A. H. Post snd Company, freight contractors 
of New York, and received from them the 
document which is entitled a through bill of 
lading, and which is in effect a receipt for the 
carriage. This 
document was signed “A H. Post and 
Company" as forwarders, was endorsed in blaok 
by the Hawley Down Company and sent b 
them to plaintiff, with a bill for the price, whic 
was accepted by the plaintiff. This through 
bill of lading cvntained a notice that application 
for delivery must be made to the Chioa Express 
Company, Hongkong. On 20th August the 
defendants, the China Express Company. 
received a bill of lading comprising these and 
otber goods signed by the New York agenta for 
the U. 3. and China and Japan Steamship Line, 
and endorsed in blank by A. H. Post and 
Company. On receipt of these docn- 
m-nis the defendant company sent to the 
plaintiff an invoice claimiog $17.50 for their 
charges in addition to the sum due to Post and 
Company for freight. Ncw it appears that the 
pinintiff tad previously not.fied the defendant 
company that he would pay no charges to them 
and tbat be desired them not to handle any 
goods which might arrive consigned to him. 
tHe returned the invoice stating that he had 
already desired the defendant company not to 
bandla he goods and be refused to pay the 
defendant's charges. He then received from 
tbe defeadants another invoioa dated 25th 
August claiming $12.50 for charges, and a letter 
of advice with an endorsement asking if he re- 
fused the cargo and stating that aepecial landing 
could not be arranged unless thay had previous 
notice. Some correspondence followed and on 
August 22nd the plaintiff went to the office of 
the defendant company and tendered the amount 
of freight claimed by Post and Company, buat 
defendants refused to accept it or to gives 
delivery order unless their charges were also 
paid. On August 26th defendsnts removed the 
yoods from the Kowloon Godowns to their own 
premies in Hongkong, and defendants manager, 
Mr. Hickia, explains that he did this for oon- 
venience as he was movi other goods which 
had come under the same vill of lading and it 
was oheaper to move them tcgether. Finally, 
as defundants could not gire a very 
order in return for the freight, except on 
payment of their charges of $12.50 sppears 
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as fo 85 their agency and as to $7.50 the 
cost of bringing the goods over from Kowloon). 
The plaintiff brought this action for the de- 
livery up of the goods or their value and he 
asks for the expenses of transferring them back 
to Kowloon where he required them. Now this 
being an action of dotioue the firat question to 
consider is whether the plaintiff has the pro- 
perty in the goods he claims and a right to 
possession. 

Tf the property has not passed to him he 
cannot of course claim the goods themselves, 
though if they are wrongfully withheld he 
may have an aotion--on the contract for 
damages against his vendor. It was urged 
for the defendant that the property had 
never passed to the pleintiff; that the China 
Express Company, as oonsignees of the bill 
of lading, hai the jus disponendi~vested in 
them, and furthermore, that where a bill of 
lading is {aken to the vendors it is decisive of 
his intention to reserve the jus disponendi and 
prevent the property passing to the vendee. I 
do not think that I can dispose very shortly of 
this argument. The question of the passing of 
property has to be decided on the whole facts of 
the case, and I have no doubt whatever that when 
the vendor delivered the guods tu the forwarding 
agent, and sent a through bill of lading endorsed 
in blank to the plaiotiff, the property in 
the goods then passed to the vendee by 
the election of the vendor. As to the bill of 
lading for carriage by sea it was a contraot 
between the forwarding agent and the carriers 
and its endorsement to the defendant company 
did no more than traoefer to them the rights, 
not of course right in property possessed by the 
forwarding agent. Again it was argued for 
defendants that plaintiff oould not bring this 
action without b-inging into Court the amount 
admitted to be due for freight. The reply is, 
I think, that if defendants wrongfully 
refused delivery cf the goods they were guilty 
of conversion and became from that, moment 
tort feasors, Supposing under the ofl system 
of pleading they bad in such a case pleaded jien 


“ if would be a good replication by plaintiff that 


tender of an amount sufficient to discharge the 
lien had been made and it would be wholly unne- 
ceasary toallege payment into court, See the 
form in Bullen and Leake, 3rd edition psge 746. 
Iam clear that no payment into court was n:ces- 
sary. The property then being in the plaintiff 
has he further the right to possession ? He has 
not that right if the goods were subject to a lien 
for defendants’ charges; and I oome thusto the 
maio point at issie: Were defendants entitled 
to insist on payment of their charges before 
giviog a delivery order? Now the oontrac 
between plaintiff and bis vendors in New York 
must be taken, I think, to be that the vendors 
were to select the goods ordered by plaintiff 
and dispatch them in the proper an 
enstomary manner by a oarrier selected by 
the vendor. The purchaser was to pay for 
the goods by acceptance of the bill drawn 
on him by the vendor and he was to pay 
the carrier the sum due under the contraot of 
carriage entered into by the vendor as his agent. 
What then was the sum due under je oontFaot 
of carriage? TI will go back to the original 
contract between plaintiff and the Hawley 
Down Company. It is clear that this was not 
a F.O.B. contract. Plaintiff ordered the goods 
on the understanding that he was to pay his 
acceptance and that the vendors were to provide 
the goods and arrange for their trangjt to 
Hongkong, the oosts of this transit being paid 
by the purchaser, Now, the contract for carriage 
is contained in the through bill of Jading. It 
is there provided that freight and disburgemants 
are to be paid as per margin, and by Clause 2 
it is egreed that the forwarders ure to havea 
general lien on tha goods for freight, 
insurande, and charges advanced. What then 
is the amount which is {o be paid by the shipper 
or the consignee and for which the forwarders 
are {fo have a lien on the goods carried? There 
is a reference to the margin, but as‘ matter of 
fact the amount is not entered on the margin of 
this document. Referring to the memo, from 
the forwarding firm id New York to defendants, 
their agents in Hongkong, I find that the 
total amount to be collect dis $40.44 gold This 
total is made up of four items three of which 

for themselves—ooean freight, inland 
freight, and cartage, The fourth item is one 
of $2.50 for forwarding. This, I suppose, 
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represents the office expenses and commission 
cbarged by the New York forwarders. Now 
this amount the plaintiff was perfectly wil- 
ling to pay and did in fact tender to the 
defendants, He says, however, that his 
liability must be limited to this dmount and he 
objects to being charged anything farther by 
the defendants with whom, as he rightly says, 
he bas no contract and to whom he had 
previously g:ven notice that he wished to have 
nothing to do with them. Now; the vendors 
might, I suppose, have put the goods on board 
themselves, charging the plaintiff. their costs of 
so doing as part of the price and drawn on him 
for that amount. They would then have eent 
him the ship's bill of lading direct and he would 
have boen given delivery on| payment of 
the ocean freight. They have not done 
se, and apparently for several reasons. 
It would have been necessary themselves to 
arrange and pay for the inland freight and 
cartage. Very possibly they did not care to 
undertake business of this sort; it is quite 
probable that they have not the necessary staff. 
Then again it appeara that they had several 
parcels of goods for China and it is suggested 
that by shipping them all noder one bill of 
lading they might effect un appreciable saving 
of freight. ‘he arrangement they made was 
not an unreasonable ona and one I must hold, 
they had the implied authority of plaintiff 
to effect on his behalf. It comes then 
to this: that plaintiff bas a contract with 
Post and Company of New York to carry 
his goods for him to Hongkong, no express 
sum being stipulated, for they are entitled 
to charge him a reasonable sum and they have 
a lien on the goods, for that amount. Are 
Post and Company limited to thé sum of $40.44 
gold mentioned in their memo? The manager 
of the defendant company points out that by 
the memo, he ig instruoted that consignee 
clearly means the defendante, the consignee of 
the through bill of lading is to pay all charges 
at Hongkong, He further states that he has 
to remit in full to his people in New York 
the sum collected for their account and that 
the course of busioess is for hini to recover his 
charges from the consignee here. Obviously, 
he ig entitled to be paid for his trouble and 
if he ig not entitled to recover here he has a claim 
against his New York people. Obviously again 
if Post and Company are entitled to debit the 
consiguee with the Hongkong charges, but their 
local agents band over the goods on which they 
have alien without recovering the amount due, 
the loosl agsat has failed in his duty and 
the principals might refuse to recognise any 
claim against thomselves. 


Tt szems to me that Post and Company are 
not limited to the amount of $40.4 gold but are 
enlitled to charge the consignee any sum not 
unreagonably incurred in the performance of 
their contract. For this eum they and their 
agent in Hongkong would have a lien on the 
goods against the consignee. If, for instance, 
Post and Company bad doubled their forwarding 
charge in New York, making it five dollars 
go'd instead of $2.59 gold ‘and informed 
the China Express Company that they 
were to retain their ohargeéa out of the 
amount collected I do not suppose that plaintiff 
wou'd have made any complaint. It can make 
no differance that Post and ‘‘ompany have left 
pie pai agent agent here to: make a reason- 
a obarge here and retain-it for his own 
remuneration. Now the defendants claim that 
plaintiff has to pay them $12.6) being as to 85 
their obarges and commission -and as to $7.50 
expenses of removal from Kowloon. The 
charge of $5 seems to me reasonable and one 
they are entitled to make. As to the $7.60 I 
think it is diff-rent. They have been previous- 
ly warned by plaintiff not to handle bis goods. 
There was no valid reason td remove goode 
whioh might bave remained another five days 
in the godown free of rent. It was attempted 
to prove fur the defence a custpm of mercbants 
and agents to incur such charges and debit the 
consignee of the gocds with them. Bat first 
of all I cannot find on the evidence that any 
such custom has been proved as would apply 
(o the ciroumstanoes of this caso, It would be 
utterly onreasonable to hold thet s person msy 
render services to another which he has been 
given notice that the other dozé, not require and 
then charge him with their odets. 
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I hold then that the charge af $5 was good 
and lawful and that defendants sasagents 
for Post and Company had a lien for that 
amount on the goods, As to the §7.60 the 
hares is bad and plaintiff was never liable to 
pay it. I think the justice of the qase may ba 
met by non-suiting the plaintiff, and I direct 
that each side pay their own costa. 

Mr. Morrelli—If defendants were not justi- 
fied in taking the goods from Kowloon I would 
ask your Lordship to say so ia the judgment: 
They ought to pay to take them back, 

His Lordship—If you tender $5. : 

Mr. Morrell—I shall certainly tender $5, 

His Lordship—If you had done— 

Mr. Morrell—I did not know it was necessary 
until you gave judgment. We are in the 
position of having to pay the oarriage back 
owing to their illegal aot. 

Mr. Dickson—Ag a matter of faot it was to 
their advantage to have the goods over here. 
Plaintiff bas a business on this side 

His Lordship—In the circumstances I am not 
going to make any order. 


UNPRECEDENTED DEPRESSION" ‘ 
IN THE MALAY STATES, 


The Kuala Lumpur, correspondent of the 
Straits Tines saya the trade depression has 
made itself felt acutely in certain parts of the 
Federated Malay States; and in one town in 
Perak, in particular, the effect has been some- 
what appalliog. What with the slump in tin 
and the consequent closing down of numerous 
mines, the state of affairs, coupled with tke 
decline in trade-generally, is almost unpreced- 
ented in the annals of Ipoh. 

The situation is accentuated further by the 
tightness of the money market. And the 
result is that many houses in the town are 
vacant for want of tenants; and many landlords 
have been compelled to reduce rentals in order 
to prevent a wholesale exodus, 

It has been said, that there are n> longer 
those signs of activity in the streeta which 
betoken @ healthy and thriving business, for 
everywhere is the depression felt more or less 
keenly. Bullook oart drivers, who used to carry 
on a flourishing trade, are now almost on the 
verge of bankruptey. Even the poor vegetable 
hawkers are feeling the pinoh cf hard times, 
Those vegetables which are considered luxuries 
and used to be sold in the markets at fanoy 
prices can now be had for 8 mere song. 


THE DISTURBANCES IN KOREA. 


A FINAL INVITATION TO SUBRBE\DER. 


By an extra of the Korean “Official Gasatte ” 
was issued another Imperial decree concerning 
the insur gents. It begins (according to the 
* Seoul Press”) with a statement that rioters 
who have continued to m ke tronb’e since the 
summer of last year are vagrants, with no 
sorupl:s, degenerating into robbers. True, 
there were some people who became victims of 
prejudice an d misconception at the momentous 
period of the late national regeneration, bat 
they failed to tuke any united and harmonious 
action. With a view to eae vee to peace 
without bloodshed, His Majesty has issued more 
than one edict inviting their surrender, His 
Majesty regrets to be compelled to admit order 
is being restored but slowly. Weeds left over- 
grown prove injurious to good seeds, so the 
toleration of law-breakers impairs the dignity 
of a State, The edict gives notice that the 
surrender of repentant insurgents will be 
accepted tilll the ead of October, and no longer. 
This decision is final and His Majesty ocm- 
mands the provincial authorities to take proper 
measures to make the contents of the ‘present 
edict widely and thoroughly kaown among the 
people, , :

The (roth may as well be written and 
published openly ; no good can come from at- 
tempting to hide or disguise it longer. The 
dream of Cuinese honesty has vanished and in its 
place we have the bare naked fact of dishonesty. 

Foreigners are not free from blame io this 
matter; the s ruggle {o ‘‘do business"’ has 
resulted inthe foreigo merckants giving un- 
limited credit to impecanious, unknown, adven- 
turers, who calling themselves ‘‘ dealers,” 
opened deyd's and then calied themselves 
merchants. 

Tientsin only developed into a direct import- 
ing centre after the Japan-China war. At 
that tims the Native Banks after vainly 
striving to re-establish the old order of things 
which existed before the war took definite 
action and commenced to restrict credit up to 
the point of almost abolishing ii; then the 
native dealers finding eager firms ready at hand 
to meet them in anyway, began baying either 
from Stock or goods to arrive and—thia way 
predition lay. 

When the goods arrived they were delivered 
on credit (to men whom the native banks had 
withdrawn their credits from or fitms that they 
refused (o assist), As time went on the goods 
out oo credit increased in volume, like a rolling 
snowball; uolimited credit wag given, ‘‘to keep 
the ball rolling” and when the breath of life 
ceased, what would you? Trade stopped. Tke 
foreign banks called halt ! the forelgn merchant 
called pay, pay, pay! the native dealers, sitting 
calm and serene said; we canno 
‘between the devil and the deep ges. 

It is an irrefutable fact that the major 
portion of the goods given on predit to the 
native dealers has teen sold) at prices 
varying from cost to (commonly) twenty-five 

r cent below, and how are these |“ originally ” 
impecunious men to psy tlhe 
their goods? They have liv 
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these past years on thé proceeds ‘of the goods 
on oat : now the day of reozoning has come ! 
Well ? 

It will take monthe to get prices up to the 
actaal value of the ores, meaowhile there is 
nothing to be done but wait patiently, if our 
creditors, the banka and the Courts will give 
us grRce. 

We have reached the limit, and only one 
safe course ia open in the future, cash on 
delivery, and forget that anyone has over 
been so unwise as to say 8 Chinaman’s word 
is ag good as another. men’s bond—forget it; 
I say. 

Tientsin exports call for no comment; they 
speak for themselves in empty hongs. 

THE NATIVE VIEW, 

A native correspondent, connected with a 
leading hong, in response to a request for 
information, stites that trade is not now good, 
nor likely ‘o improve, in the Native City. 

He gives the four following reasons for this 
commercial depression, and mentions that an 
important memorial on the subject bas been sent 
by the Board of Finance to His Excellency the 

iceroy. The four reasons for bal trade 
locally are :— 

1.—The shortness of money. 

2.—The low rate of silver. 

3.—Over-stocking. 

4,—Thé aaieited issue of dollar notes by the 
various native banka not only in the native city 
but also in the various foreign concessions. 


TRADE AND COMMERCE. 


A FORMOSAN BUGAR COMPANY. 

The prospectus has been circulated in London 
of the Formosa Sugar aod Development 
Company. The capital is £80,0 0 divided into 
6u,000 6 per cent, parference shares of £1 each 
and 40,0,0 deferred shares of 10s. each. Tho 
purchase price is £55,000 payable in 35,000 
preference abares, and the whole of the 40,000 
deferred shares, the price including £2 ,000 
for goodwill. The remaining £25,000 of capita 
ia now offered for subscription. The company 
is formed to acquire the sugar mill and factory . 
hitherto carried on by Messrs. Bain and 
Company, of Auping, Formosa. 

JAP4N'S SILK TRADE, 

According to investigations made by the De- 
partment of Agricultare and Commerce, the 
exportation of Japanese raw silk during the 
firat half of this year amounted to 5,408,505 kin, 
representing Y49,576,292 in value. ihe figures 
show an inorease of 1,413,014 kin io quantity, 
bat a decrease of Y 10,907,557 in value as against 
those of the corresponding period of last year. 

The exportation of waste silk amounted to 
4,192,133 kin representing Y4,209,160 in value. 
Tne figures show a decrease of 981,661 kin ia 
quantity and ¥1,506,619 in value as against 
tnos: of the corresponding p2riod of last year. 

RUBBER OCULTIVATIO« IN FORMOSA. 

It appears that the climate of Formosa is 
most suited for the cultivation of rubber trees, 
remarks the Japan Gasetie. In 1906 the For- 
mosan authorities discovered some of the trees 
growing in the region south of Shinhiku and 
at cnce took steps for the oultivation of rabber, 
constructing experimental sations at Kagi and 
other places, a number of plants haviag been 
imported from abroad. uite recently the 
authorities also imported from Iodia and other 
countries a large numter of the trees and seeds 
of various varieties, The Tokyo Rubber 
Factory is now receiving a supply of the raw 
material from Formosa, besides some from 
other countries, and it is stated that India 
rubber manufactured from the Formosan trees 
is of excellent quality. The total quantity of 
of India rabber consumed in the world amounts 
to 125,000,000 pounds every year. 


CHOLERA IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Down to the 9th inst. 15,917 cases of 
cholera, and 10,141 deaths have been reported 
in the Philippines since the first of January. 
This is exclusive of the city of Manila whioh 
fortunately bas bad yery fow cases. From the 
provinces about 250 ‘cases a d-y continue fo be 


reported.

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A meeting of the Sanitary Board was held 
on Sept. léthat the Board Boom, Mr. C. Mol. 
Messer (president), presided, and there were also 
present Hon. Mr, W.Chatham,(Vice-President), 
Messre. A. Shelton Hooper, H. A. W. Slade, 
Tau Chu Pak, H. Humphreys, Dr. Pearse, 
(Medical Officer of Health), and the following 
officials; Dr, Macfarlane, (Assistant Medical 
Officer of Health), and A. Gibson (Secretary). 

RINDERPFST. 

The CoLosiaL VRTERINARBY SURGEON 
reported under date of the 5th inst. that four 
cattle out of a lot of 44 impor'ed from Kwong 
Chau Wan were suffering from rinderpest on 
arrival, These had been segregated on arrival, 
and permission given to the dealer to slaughter 
the healthy cattle for food. 

The CoLONIAL VRTERINARY SURGEON re- 
ported on the 6th inst, that alot of nine cattle 
imported from Nam Tan were all suffering from 
rinderpest and he recommended that they be 
slaughtered. No compensation was payable in 
respect of those cattle ag they were sick on 
arrival, 

Members of the Board miautad their approval 
of the course adopted, 

Mr, GiBson submitt'da further report on 
the ciroumstanoes of the arrival of the second 
lot of cattle from Nam Tau. In this he 
pointed out that, ag the journey from ae 
Hongkong only occupied twenty-four hours, {t 
must have been apparent to the most casnal 
dealer that the cattle were sick before they 
were despatched to Hongkong. The oattle were 
apparently too sick to be cael a home and were 
sent to Hongkong. 

The PERSIDENT atated that he knew from 
his experience in the New Territory that cattle 
were sent to Hongkong only when they were 
too ill to work or too old. They used Hong- 
kong as a dumping ground. 

Mr. Hoorge said he would move if 
necessary the suspension of the standing 
orders ia order to propose a resolution to the 
effect that a standing committee be appointed 
to deal with cases of urgency concerning the 
arrival in the Colony of cattle infeoted with 
cattle plague; the committee to have power to 
order the immediate destruction without 
reference toa meeting of the Board, He cited 
the Agricultural Acts in England in support 
of his argument. 

The PRESIDENT said he had much pleasure in 
seoonding the resolution, which he thought 
would do much to protect the Colony from 
rinderpest and would also protect the cattle trade 
between Manila and Hongkong, 

The resolation was carried and the President 
and Mr. Hooper were appointed membars of 
the standing committee. 

MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 

The PexsipEnt in 8 minate stated that the 
Crown Solicitor had advised that, if the Board 
desired to minimise the breeding of anopheles 
mosquitoes, they should pass bye-laws to that 
effect, 

“Mr, SHELTON Hoopgee minuted—I don't 
think any further bye-laws are necersary. 

Mr, HumpHenrs—If bye-laws are necessary, 
as the Crown Solictor states, for the Board to 
exercise powers to compel persons to take steps 
to prevent the breeding of anopheles mosquitoes, 
have them by all means. Is it not, however, an 
established scientifio fact that such mosquitoes 
breed in mountain streams, and not iu backyarde 
open spaces, or thickly populsted districts P i 
this is go, it is a question which oi only affeot 
the Sanitary Board to the extent that it is the 
duty of the Board to impress on the Govern- 
ment the urgent necessity to continue the good 
work of training nallahs, which has met with 
such decided and happy resulte, wherever and 
whenever poasible. Of all the costly expenditure 
on health measures during the last ten years 
there ia no doubt whatever that that portion 
which has been expended on anti-malarial 
tjeasures bas been the only portion whioh has 
proved of enduring and tangible benefit to 
the Colony and the only portion whioh has been 
worth the money expended on it, and more. 

The PRestpEnt remarked that he understood 
anopheles did not breed in clear or semi-clear 
water, The Government had repent large sums 
of money in training nollabs, which Mr. Hum- 
phreys acknowledged to have done a great deal 
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of good, and the only question they had 
to discuss was whether they should take steps 
agaiost the owners of gardens which had poola 
where anopheles mosquitosa were breeding. It 
Waa 8 question of policy, and the/Crown Solicitor 
advised that, if the Board wished to take steps, 
bye-laws would be necessary; 

Mr. 8. vg said that, if the Medical Officer or 
Health advised that ponds and receptacles for 
water in gardens were liabld to breed anopheles, 
the Board should, he thought, take steps to 
prevent them, He understood it was easy to stop 
it by putting a little kerosene on the top of the 
water, 

Mr. Humpueeys said that in all the reports 
he had read it was stated that anopheles were 
bred in mountain s‘reams, olear streams, or at | 
their afflaents, but he had not read that 
anopheles bred in ponds. 

The PRESIDENT pointed out that they would 
not go to the police court unless they had the 
larves to prove their casa. 

The Mepicar Orricer or HEALTH thought 
it was rather risky to say that anopheles are 
bred only in mountain streims. They required 
olear, or semi-clear water, and it must not be! 
running too stronz to wash away the eggs. 
There was no doubt thst the anopheles 
bred in pools in garden’. He had foand ! 
that at West Point, and he had no 
doubt that Dr. Macfarlane had found 
the same at Kowloon. He did not siy that 
the Board would proceed against the owners of 
gardens simply because there were pools therein, | 
but they would proceed againsp them if they ! 
were found to be the breeding ground of: 
anopheles. 

The PRESIDENT moved that bye-laws be 
drawn up for the prevention of the breeding of 
anopheles on private premises. 

Tho Hoo. Mr. CHATHAM seconded, and the 
motion was carried, Messrs. Hooper and Lan 
Chu_ Pak voting against it. 

CATS AS PLAGUA@ PREYENTITIVES. 

The report of the committee appointed to ! 
oonsider the methods for promoting the keeping ' 
of cats as a measure for plague prevention, 
stated : 

1. The Committee advige that a Chinese 
circular be drawn up by the Registrar-General 
and distributed broadcast, ‘Ihe oircular to ex- 
hort people to keep cats so as to keep away rata 
and thereby diminish the plague epidemic. 

2, That the Sanitary Inspectors during their 
periodic inspections inquire if cats are kept, and 
if not, advise the householders to do so. 

3. That the Registrar-General use his in- 
fluence with the various Chinese institulions 
a.d societies and explain to them the benefits 
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The report was adopted on the motion of the 
President, 

MORTALITY STATISTICS 

The death rate for the week onded 29th 
August was 19.8 for tha Britieh and foreign 
commanity, as with 14.1 for the corresponding 
week of last year, and 27,8 for the whole Colo .y 
as against 24.1 for the corresponding week of 
last year. 

A QUESTION OF PROCEBURE. / 

On the subjsct of latrines in back vars; Mr. 
SHeLtton Hoopge said these papers started 
from the President himself. They wore attached 
to papers much older. Tha minute by the Pro. 
sident to tha Medical Officar of Health stated it 
had been suggested that no action be taken to 
remove latrines in old buildings bafore 1903, 
provided there is at least 60 sqaare feet, and 
added that His Hxoellency desired the opinion 
of the Board on this matter. The apesaker, con- 
tinuing, said he took a great interest in this 
subject and sarved on a committee which 


recommended that the area be reduced 
from 100 to 8) square feet. It waa now 
proposed to farther reduce it to 60 feet, 


and he should like to know whose sugges- 
tion this was. It might be by a man whose 
opinion was worth having, or it might bea man 
whose opinion had no weight at all. “They 
should be informed who made the suggestion, 
especially as it had elicited from the Goearaor 
a desire to know the opinion of the Board. He 
(Mr. Hooper) would also like to know whether 
that desire was communicated verbally or in 
writing. . 

The Vick-PREestpent said the saggestion 
emanated from himself, and what prompted him 
to make it was that the Ordinance required that 
existing houses should have a back yard of 5) 
equare feet, and if an existing hous» had a back 
yard of that area it was exsmpt from providing 
aoy further space in the form of bick yard. It 
seemed reasonable in dealing with these latrines 
which were necessary for the health and sanitary 
condilionof the town, that the matter should be 
adjasted on that basis.

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THE SHAUKIWAN BUILDING 
COLLAPSE. 
CONTRACTOR TO BE TRIED FOR 
MANSLAUGHTER. 


The inquiry concerniug the deaths of 17 
Chinese, occasioned by the collapse of buildings 
24 to 27, the Praya, Shaukiwan, io the typhoon 
of July 27th, waa continued before Mr. J. H. 
Kemp and a jury at the Magistracy on Bept. 
15th. 

Mr, F.B. L; Bowley, Crown Solicitor, repre- 
sented the Crown, and Mr. Otto Kong Sing 
appeared for the owner of the property. 

A delay was occasioned by the non-appearance 
of Mr. Raymond, who sent a telephone message 
saying he would attend as soon as he was able. 

When he arrived Mr. Kemp said— You were 
not here in time, Mr. Raymond ? 

Mr. Raymond — You got my telephone 
messes ge | 

Mr. Kemp—I got it after time. 

. Mr. Raymond—I'm gorry. 

Mr. Kemp—You must make it your business 
to attend in time. You have been keeping the 
Court, the other jurors and the Crown Solicitor 
waiting. Idon’t see why you should come at 
whatever hour you think convenient and keep 
us waiting. 

Mr. Raymond-—I am very sorry. 

Mr. Kemp—I shall call upon you to show 
cause why you should not be fined after the 
inquiry is over. 

mr, H. E. Haggard, assistant engineer in the 
Pablic Works Department, said he joined that 
Department in February, 1902, since whioh 
date he had been engaged on work exclusively 
under the Building Ordinances. When the 
plana for these houses were sent in, Mr. Tooker 
was in charge of the building work, Mr. Crisp, 
and witness being hisassistants. Witness checked 
the plan put in, and found it was correot with 
the Ordinance then in force. It was then 
referred to the Medical Officer of Health to see 
that it complied with sanitary requirements. 
On August 20th the plan was acknowledged as 
being in accordanos with the Ordinanoe. It was 
Mr; Crisp's duty to inspect the buildings during 
the eourse of erection. No record had been 
found in the office to show whether Mr. Crisp 
did or did not inspect these houses. A book he 
kept showed that during the period of building 
operations he visited Shaukiwan. The notios 
regarding alteration of the plan passed through 
witness’s hands. It was in accordance with the 
Ordinance and he altered it. On May 23rd 
be received an application from the owner 
for the buildings to be inspected and 
passed. Witness then inspected them, and 
passed the buildings on June 2nd, 1903. From 
his inspection witness could see very little of 
the back wall. He did not cut intoit, There 
was a departmental order in force at that time 
that walls should not be cut after buildings 
were completed. His inspection ‘was a super- 
ficial one, but so far as he could see buildings 
and plans complied with the Ordinance. It 


’ was possible for a wall to appear as if properly 


built and bonded, whereas in fact it was not so. 
Witness visited these houses last week and 
examined what was left of the back wall. The 
lower two floors were of stone and the t:p one 
of brick, It was very badly built, there being 
spaces through the middle and several false 
headers. Portion of the wall at the rear of 
house 27, and the whole of 29 appeared to be 
bu'lt dry, there being no mortar in the heart 
of it. There was very little bonding bstween 
the party walls. the external wall and the rear 
wall. The brick work was badly built. Por 
tions of the stone wall had fallen. The defects 
in bonding and the weakness of the mortar, 
which was of an inferior quality, affected the 
stability of the wall. 

Examined by Mr. Kong ane witness said he 
expected a report on the plan from Mr, Crisp. 
Ue could not remember any being made, and 
took it that the construction was proceeding in 
a proper manner. It was possible for Mr. Crisp 
to makeany kind of report, so long as it was 
not a bad one, without witness inquiring. If a 
wall was plastered, witness could not tell whether 
it was properly bonded or not, but the wall in 
question was whitewashed.

The morlar, as the specimen b2fore- the Court 
showed, was about as poor as it could. That 
specimen was taken from the heart ais wall, 
Witness did not notice any mortar olinging to 
bricks which had fallen from the wall; they 
were nearly all clean. These deféols of con- 
struction and material would seriously affect the 
stability of the wall, Asa general rale it waa 
nearly always impossible to detect defects 
without cutting into a wall. ; 

After the solicitors had addressed |the jury, 
and Mr. Kemp had explained the law| to them, 
they retired to consider their verdict. |

Before Mr. J. H. Kemp, sitting as coroner, 
and Messrs. W. Ironside, A. B. Rouse and J.M, 
8. Resario, jarore, an jnquiry was held at the 
Magiatracy on Tuesday into the cause of death 
of a coolie named Lai Kwan, who fell from 
some acaffolding at the Kowloon Godowns 
and came into pomtars with a defective 
electric wire. 


Dr. Macfarlane deposed to examining the 
body of deceassd, and finding that death was 
das to hsmorrhaga oansed by a rupture 
apleen. 

Tsang T'san spoke to finding deceased dead at 
the foot of a ladder behind the godowns. The 
ladder was a bamboo scaffolding used for haul- 
ing up materials. The doolies went up by two 
ladders on the Praya side of the godowns. 


Mr. T. W. Rcbertaod, superintendent ongi- 
neer of the Wharf and Godown Co., said that 
between 200 and 800 lcoolies were employed 
round the godowns repairing typhoon damage. 
He told the coolies to take all precautions. 
The wire in question was a high tension wire 
pat up to light the Star Ferry Wharf, and 
Godown 5], Hoe understood that the high 
tension current was 2,060 volte, and that would 


| be snfficient to cause death. The wire was 


insulated all along, but the insulation might, 
of course, be faulty. They had no non-insalated 
wires except telephone wires. The climate 
here was bard on insulating materials. 


Mr. G. L. Hales, in charge of the Kowloon 
Works of the China Light and Power Co., 
said he examined the wire in question, He 
found that at one point in the wire the 
insulation was damaged, just where the soaf- 
folding was put up. Possibly it was damaged 
by the baskets as they were being pulled 
up, or it might have been damaged by falling 
tiles during the typhoon. ‘There was no means 
of discovering such defeots by tests along the 
wire unless the wire was touching something 
at the defective point. He thought the wire 
had been put up about two years, They had no 
definite time after which they renewed such 
wires. He would not touch a wire even if it 
had been up only a week, as it was not safe. 
Witness would not like to say within what 
period he would expect to find: an insulation 
defective through exposure to tha weather. It 


might develop defects very shortly after being- 


put up. Such wires were always guaranteed 
by the makers. He thought it was generally 
known that wires were dangerous, even 
when recently erected. The Company would 
always cat the current off, if notified of 
repairs during the day time. Running wires 
underground would cost perhaps six or seven 
times as much as running them overhead. 

In reply to a juror, witness said they were 
not advised of these partioular jrepairs. The 
wires were tested every morning, and the insula- 
tion to earth. They sould not teat for defects 
such as the one in question, as} thére was no 
means unless the defect was touvttfiy something. 

James Hyde, the olerk of. works at the 
Godowns, said he gave instructions that the 
workmen were to go up to theie work by the 


Praya side. Such instructions were issued 
because he had seen men going up the 
scaffolding. 


In answer toa juror, witness said he had no 
idea that there was any danger to the men 


from the wires. He was afraid of damage to 
the wire. 

The Jury found that the cause of death was 
hemorrbage froma ruptured spleen, caused by 
a fall which was due to decessed’s stepping 
on a high tension wire which had a defeot at. 
that point. They wished to call the attention 
of property owners to the danger of thes high 
tension electric wires, which, though completely 
insulated when put up, might develop defects at 
any time owing to expesure to the weather or to 
things falling on them. They also wished to 
exprees the ops that property owners and 
coptractors ould e special precautions 
accordingly, and should have the current cut off 
when any repairs were being done to a building.

THE POSTPONEMENT OF TUE EXHIBITION, 

[b is not easy to convey the feelings with 
whio’ the public have received the Government's 
decision to postpone the Exhibition of 1912 to 
1917—the 50th anniversary of the Emperor's 
accession. When the postponement rnmour 
was first bruited, only a few woeks ago, it was 
ridiculed ; when the ramour grew persistent the 
leading papers scouted the ides, but were doubt- 
fal ; when the Government's final decision wae 
made known the public surprise and chagrin 
were well represented in the strong resolutions 
of the City Council of Tokyo telegraphed to you 
yesterday. Yot the decision was arrived at some 
days before and had already been communicated 
to America—a special dourteay extended in view 
of America’s cordial support of the exhibition 
proposal. Thus the whole affair was cut and 
. dried before the pub‘ic had any idea of post- 

ponement.

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: AN AFFRONT TO THE METROPOLIS. 

The policy of the Government da this matter 
from the first has been received ag an affront to 
the city of Tokyo, and the city fathers’ indigna- 
tion is visible in the strong resolutiorgs they 
passed at yoeterday’s meeting, They declared 
themselves entirely out of sympathy with 
the Government's action and resolved not 
to oo-operate with the Government in the 
preparations for the exhibition of 1917. They 
demanded the return of the sum of 1,370,050 
yen already contributed to the Government ag 
part of the city’s share of expense, and they 
demanded that compensation be paid to those 

rsons in Aoyama who have been disposessed of 
land to extend the site of the exhibition. The 
unanimity with which these resolutions were 

passed shows the amount of “ feeling ” behind 
them, and though many of the city fathers may 
have been personally interested and keenly dis- 
appointed in the postponement, the resolutions 
certainly represent the feeling of Tokyo, which 
is one of the greatest disappointment. 

BEHIND THE 8CENES, 

Financiel and other disabilities, such 3s poor 
hotelaccommodation, are put forward officially 
as reasons for postponement, but it would seem 
that personal jealousies and friction haga some- 

thing aleo to do with it. Inoredible as it 
appears, it is stated that Viscount Kaneko, the 
executive head of the Exhibition, was not 
informed of the Government's «decision to 
postpone and knew of it very little 
earlier than the general public. A’ Cabinet 
Council arrived at the decision on the 21st ult. 
and only a day or two ago, Baron Oara, 
Minister of Agrioulture and Commerce and 
President of the Exhibition, convened a private 
meeting of the Exhibition Committee and com. 
municated the facts. The Minister's statement 
and the angry speeches which followed got into

such additions and alterations, provided that no 
obstruction was caused ‘to the traffic at Ling- 
tow during the period of construction, and that

THE BOYCOTT OF JAPANESE 
GOODS AT CANTON.

Some correspondence has recently passed 
between the Japanese Consal at Canton and 
ELE. the Viceroy. 

The Japanese Cousul in his last despatch 
wrote that the boycott of Japanese goods by 
the Kwangtang merchants had been constantly 
in his mind. He had writtten and discussed 
the subject with the Viceroy on many occasions 
and had plainly pointed out to His Excellency 
the serious effect of it on Japanese trade, and 
had repeatedly begged His Exo-llency to give 
thesmatior his careful consideration and devee 

means to stop ithe boyoott and restore the 
normal course of trade. Bat, instead of 
matters improving he found that the local 
Guilds—Sea Delecacio:, Piece Goods and 
otherse—have convened public meetings for the 
purpose of deciding on more stringent 
measures to "be taken in promotion of the 
boycott of Japanese gooda—in fact to start a 
boycott proper. ‘hey have framed stringent 
regulations and have warned the peaple that 
heavy fiues will ba imposed on those persons or 
shops who break the :ules «f tha boycott union. 
A few days ago they publicly announced that 
an extraordinary meeting would be held on the 
16th instant at the Ffall of the Self-Govern- 
ment Association {o adopt further measures to 
boycott Japanese merchandiz>. All notices 
convening these meetings were published in the 
loos! Press, Moreover, in one of the meetings 
recently held at the Self-Government A:s-cia- 
tion Hall theru were distributed to the public at 
the door of the Hall copies of a circular in which 
it was ataled thats a delicacies contiin poison, 
thereby leading th: pu blio to believe that Japan- 
ese sea delicacies are poisonous ‘The attitade 
of thea Kwanetong people in the boycott of 
Japanese goods has been a great impediment 
to both Japanese and Chinese commerce, for 
it was not only detrimental and inojaricus to 
Japanese merchants, but was ajso playing havoc 
with the trade of the Chinese merchants in the 
different ports io Japan. 

Japan and China, the dispatch goes on t say, 
have been on peaceful terms for a long time 
and the very fact that the Kwangtuog 
Provinoe js the only place in China that has 
‘instituted ‘and is still carrying on the boycott 
against Japan, makes it all the more unfortunate 
that the peaca which has hitherto been enjoyed 
between the people of both contries should bs 
destroyed. It wag not only iujarionus to the 
public in general bat would seriously impair 
the friendly relations hitherto existing between 
the two Governments, 

The deapatoh finally requests the Viceroy to 
consider these statements and take such steps as 
will lead toa removal of tha boycott. 

Ou receipt of the above dispatch the Viceroy 
wrote to the K wong Chow Prefect as follows :— 

“Tn going through the file of correspondence 
and papers connected with the Japanese boycott 
affsir, I find that L have issued several pro- 
clamations exhorting the people to cease 
boycotting Japanese goods and to rigidly 
suppress the publication of boycott literature 
and to prohibit the circulation of expresses 
announcing boycott meetings I further dia- 
covered that I also gave inatructiona to the 
officials to suppress mass meetings and to 
prohibit the people from delivering public 
speeches propagating and spreading the boyoott 
movement. - 

“T am now in recaipt of arother dispatch 
from the Japanese Coosul stating that 
the Sea Delicacies and other Guilds have 
again been circulating expresses convening 
meetings and urging the people not to purchase 
or use Japanese goods,

HARBOUR REGULATIONS 1@XO8BD. 

A few days ago the Portuguese Consal 
communicated to the Viceroy that the Chinese 
gunboats “Fook Wei" and several other 
amall r ganboats had infringed the Macao 
harbour regulations by leaving the Port after 
4 p.m. without complyiog with the rules of the 
l'ort, &o. 

Viceroy Chang replied that guaboats of all 
nationalities have privileges not enjoyed by 
other ships, and Macao, cig a concession 
granted by the Chinese Government to 
Portugal, the Portuguese Government hed no 


os 
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ortuguese Consul not to meddle in the matter. 

The Vioeroy’s foreign deputies seem to be 
utterly unfitted by knowledge and experience to 
tender advice on the laws and customs of 
foreign ports and will get the authorities into 
trouble before long, if they are not more careful, 

The Portuguese Consul will, no doubt, remind 
them that Portugrese laws must b3 respected 
in a Portuguesa harbour. 

OPIUM CRUSADB, 

An institution was established by the 
Government sme two months ago for the ‘real- 
ment of all Civil officials who smoke opiam and 
the Provincial Treasurer was appointed Direc- 
tor of the place, It appears that since the 
opening of the institute not a single offisial has 
applied for admission. Treasurer Woo has been 
surprised at this and has issaed a notiffation 
that all civil officials who use the drag must 
régister themselves withio ten days or they will 
be severely punished. : 

PROTESTING ACAINST AN OLD CUSTOM. 

The Canton Pawnbrokers Guild are protest- 
ing against the old custom of forcing the 
pawnoshops to use Government money at the 
exhorbitant interest of 30 per cant. per annum. 
They have petitioned the Nam Hoi Magistrate 
requesting him to withdraw the Government 
funds from all the pawnshaps or t2 raduce the 
rate of interest. Phe pstitioners point out to 
the Magistrate that reforms are being carried 
out throughout the Chines Hmpire and urge 
that this old custom should not be overlooked 
asitis abheavy barden to carry, especially now 
when business is slack and times are bad. 

CRUEL PIRATRS, 

Last week a junk loaded with a full cargo of 
foreign sugar wus attacked by pirates in broad 
daylight while on her voyage from Wai-chow 
to Pok-lo, Over twenty pirates boarded the 
jank while the crew wers towing her along the 
bank of the East River. The pirates saized 
the three members .of the craw who wera on 
the junk, tied them together in a bunch, 
fastened heavy weights to the mon thus bound 
and dumped them into the river, The rest of 
the crew who were on the bank, on discovering 
the people were pirates, took to their heela and 
disappeared. 

The pirates transbipped the crago and 
valuables into several sampans and made off with 
the booty. The matter was reported to the 
Ho Yuen Magistrate, but none of the outlaws 
have been arrested ‘yet. 

OFFICIAL SINECURES. 

The Likin officials who receive appointments 
as superintendents of s'ations all over the 
Kwangtuog Province have b3en in the habit 
of leaving their stations in charge of subordinate 
officials. It is oustomary for officials who 
receive these appointments to oall at the 
Viceroy's yamen and report their departure to 
take up the position. Likin stations are usually 
on the banks of rivers and creeks up oountry, 
isolated from villages and towns. A station 
would, therefore, bs a very dull place for an 
official who is an old resident of the gay Canton 
city. Consequently about a month after he is 
installed in his new position he would hand the 
management over to one of the trustworthy 
subordinates and return to Canton, thera to 
enjoy himself until the expiration of his 
term of office, In some instances where the 
station is quite close to Canton he would return 
on the same day after taking over the seals 
and accounts from his predecessor. Recently 
while His Excellency the Viceroy was return- 
ing an official call, he met a euperintendent of 
a Likin station who had oalled on him a 
fortnight ago announcing his departure to 
take up his post. The doliquent official was 
so frightened when his chair came into contact. 
with the Viceroy's chair that he did not know 
what to do and almost fell out of his ohair. 
His Excellency at once recognised the man 
and on the following day summoned him to 
his yamen and reprimanded him very severely 
for taking French leave. Tho Viceroy has 
issued a notification that in future no Likin 
officials will be allowed to leave their stations 
without first obtaining permission from him.

ALLEGED PIRATES RELBASED, 

The other day the local authorities here 
received telegraphio information from Hong: 
kong that a gang of pirates were Proceeding to 
Cauton by the as,“ Paul Baan.” Instructions 
were given to Colonel Lui Chan Hoi of the 
Sbhameen Guard to have them arrested on the 
arrival of the steamer. Colonel Lui dispatched 
Captain Chan: with a body of soldiers to await 
the arrival of the es, “Panl Béau' on the 
morning of the 14th instant and arrest the 
pirates, 

It issaid that previous to the arrival of the 
vessel Captain Chan had an interview with the 
French Consul who gave the former a letter 
addressed to the captain of {Be ss. “ Panl 
Beau.” 

When the s.s. “Paul Baan” arrived Captain 
Chan and his braves all went on board and 
arrested seven or eight alleged pirates who were 
passengers on the vessel, 

In the meantime the Captain of the vessel 
opened the Consuls letter and cn reading it 
discovered that the Consul's instructions were 
not to permit the Chinese officer add his soldiers 
to arrest the pirates on board ofj the steamer, 
but they could arrest them aa sooh as the man 
got into sampins to go ashore. 'The Captain 
of the steamer immediately ihformed tho 
Chinese Officer of the contents of the Consul’s 
letter ani refused to permit him to take the 
prisoners away. Atthe same tims he wroto.a 
letter informing the Consul as! to what had 
already occurred, | 

The Vice-Consal weut on board the 8.8. “ Paul 
Beau” and usked the Chinese Officer and his 
braves to leave the vessel at onch and ordered 
the prisoners to be releasad. i 

It is said that a few of the pirates returned 
to Hongkong by the samo vessol and that many 
of them escaped ashore. 

This is another instancs of thd ignorauca of 
international law shown by the Chinese 
authoriti 8. , 

Thore is great excitement amongst the officials 
here over the affair, 

MONEY FOR RBEFOUMS IN THIBET.

(over 200,000, taels) has not bien sant yet 
Minister Chew at Tibst has recently cabled re- 
questing the Canton Authoritiesto forward their 
share as soon ag possible as he isin prgent need of. 
fuads to carry out the year's programms of 
reforms. 

The telegram also requests Taotai Wan the 
newly appointed Minister of Tibat, to proosed 
there and relieve him without farther delay, 

The Viceroy has instructed Taotai Wen to 
resigo all the appointmonts which he is now 
holding and to devote his ti to raise the 
necessary funds and make preparations to take 
up the new aprointment at an early date.

crop at 20% over last year’s. Should this prove 
correct, itis only to be hoped the benefits derived 
therefrom will come to this market, and not be 
diverted through various channels to other places. 
Already there appears to be a somewhat better 
feeling in the Northern markets and the New- 
chwang dealera have been buying Indian 
from importers and some American goods fam 
Native holders. The latter are said to have 
accepted lower rates, when compared ‘with ‘other 
holders. they having suddenly shown as inclina- 
tion to realize There has also some enquiry from 
Tientsin, but beyond a few purchases of Indian 
yarns we have not heard of any business. In 
the meantime clearances have continued quite 
fair, i.e. they have shown no signs of falling off, 
and we should like to see the Native, after the 
settlement, give some indication of their ideas 
regarding the Spring business. The position is 
however, so problematical it is difficult to say 
anything about it. The Manchester market is
